impair the light or the heating or the 
ventilation of the low adjacent build- 
ings 
If high buildings became general 


they would, with few exceptions and un- 
der rare conditions, be a detriment to 
the beauty of the city and a menace to 
the health and comfort of its inhabi- 
tants." 


Mr. Kendall said that, in his opinion, 


buildings should be limited to ten or 
•twoive stories at the most. People who 
ho.ve been absent from New York dur- 
ing the last five years have been struck, 
on visiting the city again, by the change 
in the sky line of the lower part of 
town. Buildings that were landmarks 
us seen from the ferries half a dozen 
years ago because ot their height are 
now completely In the shadow of struc- 
tures half as tall again. The Increased 
valuation of sites Is largely responsible 
for this change, and It is not to be ex- 
pected that a man who erects an ofilce 
building as an Investment will cut his 
expected income from it In two for the 
sake of his neighbor's light. 


Hostility to a California!] Industry. 


Under 
an act of Congress there is 


$5,000,000 due as a bounty to the sugar 
producers of the country. -Tust how 
much Is due to the makers of sugar 
from beets in California Is not exactly 
known. It can hardly be less- than 
half a million dollars. The money Is 
withheld, not because of any legal de- 
cision, but because Controller Bowler, 
an inferior officer, has a constitutional 
doubt as to the validity of the law. It 
Is the old hostility cropping out In a 
new form against everything that looks 
like protection to home industries. The 


j largest part of all the beet sugar pro- 
| duced in the country Is made In Cal- 
| Ifornla. It promised to be a great in- 


j dustry. 
It Is known thpt there would 


have been erected in this State eight or 
ten more sugar mills had the original 
bounty been maintained. The act of 
Congress provided that this bounty 
should run for a term of years. A suc- 
ceeding hostile administration attack- 
ed the law and succeeded in destroying 
its most effectual clause. The bounty 
was stricken out. Subsequent legis- 
lation provided that a small amount 
should go for a short time to the sugar 
makers of the country. 


The five millions set apart were In the 


treasury. Then 
a, question of con- 


stitutionality was raised by the Con- 
troller who undoubtedly has the back- 
ing of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and probably of the entire Cabinet. 
Set in its true light, it Is the old hostil- 
ity against protection breaking out In a 
new place. This hostility is brought 
home In the blow dealt to one of the 
most Important Industries of the State. 


The Groat Merced Land Swindle. 


The details that have recently been 


published of the Holland Land Colony 
In Merced county, show It to have boon 
cme .of the most gigantic land swindles 
ever perpetrated in this country. The 
aggravating feature is that the chief 
rascal was a Hollander by the name ot 
Nygh. who swindled his countrymen. 
Through his agency they were robbed of 
half a million dollars. 


With so much good land waiting for 


settlement in California, more Is the 
pity that these honest Dutchmen should 
have been so outrcigeously cheated. 
Elsewhere they would have made a 
prosperous colony. The assessor ot Mer- 
ced recently expressed some regret that 
his county had "got a black eye"; 
through this 
rascality: but he had 


no regrets for the men who had been 
defrauded. 
Professor Hllcard, in his 


analysis of soils, showed that the land 
had very little value. It was not adapt- 
ed lo fruit growing nor for general 
farming. 


The same testimony came out before 


the Board of. Equalization. Tet a news- 
paper in San Francisco which is now re- 
markable for little else than its stupid- 
ity and inaccuracy of statement, made 
thi> declaration: "There Is a successful

Repeat this 'ffott 
every time you chew, ttnu you get an 
idea of how much exercise is required 
to eat one's dinner. The idea of doing 
work with one's jaw has generally been 
regarded as a fiction o£ the humorist, 
and Is the subject of countless funny 
paiagraphs about boarding-house fare, 
but ically there is nothing funny about 
it. It Is real downright hard work, for 
Dr. Black.says so, and his statistics 
back him up. 
And what makes !t harder still is 
that most people habitually use much 
more foice than is necessary in chew- 
ing their food. For instance, in chew- 
in" stake whose crushing point i'5 at 
40 to 50 pounds, the persons tested by 
Dr. Black used a force o£ GO to 80 
pounds—from 15 to 40 pounds more than 
was necessary. All this extra force, of 
course. Is woice than wasted, but prob- 
ably the generality of mankind will 
keep on wasting strength just so till a 
more systematic method of eating Is to 
be adopted. 
In the year 2000 the up-to-date man 


will ask his butler as he sits down to 
dinner: 
"James, what have we here? Ah ! 
steak 
(consults tabular statement). 


Crushing force, 43 1-2 pounds. Kindly 
adjust the dynanometer to my lower 
Jaw and watch the ind< x. T^et me know 
the moment I am exceeding 44, and I 
will put on less force. 
Gently ! ' the 
clamp has caught my lip. Yes, that s 
right, thanks." 
And the worthy man will begin to 
eat happy in the consciousness that 
he Is husbanding his strength in the 
most scientllic way. and thereby pro- 
longing his useful and valuable life. 


POWI5R WASTED. 


•>Ve do very differently now. If every 


man wastes, say. twenty pounds at 
every chew, how much wasted power Is 
there In a restaurant full of New York 
business men at lurch? If It could all 
be utlll/.ed and 
turned 
into electric 
energy, it would run the fans and the 
incandescent lights, cook 
the meals, 
and do any number of other things. The 
"harnessing of Niagara" would not be 
In It compared ft> the harnessing of a 
restaurant full of power-wasting chew- 


But Dr. Black did not confine himself 


the doctor himself, in a second sei ies ot 
experiments—to ascertain It. The two 
are very different thipgs. A man lift- 
Ing a pound weight exerts steadily a 
force of one pound, but the work he 
do<_"< depends on thr>- distance ho lifts 
the weight; If he lifts It a foot lie does 
one foot-pojnd of work; if two feet, 
two I'oot-pounds, and so on. 


GETTIXC AT JIKSULTS. 


Now to find the work done in one 


movement of tho JPW. while chewing, 
say, a piece of steak whose crushing 
point was forty-five pounds, the aver- 
age force exerted mus-t be multiplied 
by the distance moved by the jaws In 
doing it. The force, of course, increases 
from nothing at all, when the teeth 
just strike the .ite.ik. up to forty-five 
pounds, when it is crushed; perhaps 
the average is twenty-four pounds. If 
the teeth move a quarter of an inch in 
the operation the work done is six inch- 
pounds, or half a foot-pound. If the 
man repeats this 100 times before he 
Inishes his steak, he hns done work 
that would lift lifty pounds one foot. 
Still another 
thing lemains to be 
measured—the rate at which this work 
is done; In other words, the horse-power 
of a chewing man. Horse-power lias 
nothing to do with work actually done. 
A baby can do as much total work as 
a forty horse-power engine if you only 
work the baby long enough and the 
engine a short enough time. It Is the 
time required to do the work that tells. 
Xow, how long does it take the average, 
mnn to do the fifty foot-pounds of work 
required to eat hl» steak? If wo say 
ten minutes, then he Is working tit 
the rate of SOO foot-pounds an hour, or 
five foot-pounds a minute. A horse- 
power is 33,000 foot-pounds a minute, so 
the stcak-chewer is working at the rate 
of only about one six-thousandth of a 
horse-power. We might call this a 
"jaw-power."
